A note was also read which had been 


written to the community by Guiteau. 
and in which he confessed his love for 
and subordination to Noyes, and with- 
drew 
all 
charges previously 
made 


against him. 


A letter addressed by Guiteau to a 


member of the community was also in- 
troduced in evidence. 
In this he says: 


"When in the world I had a programme 
of my own, but God smashed that and 
hurled me into the community." 
He 


also refers to himself as a creature of 
predestination, but states that, having 
God's work to do, he would not leave it 
for the wealth of the Rothschilds or 
the fame of Napoleon. 


'That is so now," murmured the 


prisoner. 


A letter written by Guiteau, asking 


to be received back into the community, 
was next read. 
He states that he gave 


up his project of establishing a theocrat- 
ic paper, because he was not up to the 
"tricks of the newspaper trade," and 
further that the project was a "devilish 
delusion." 


The prisoner—It was a devilish de- 


lusion; it was an inspired idea but not 
feasible. 


Cross examination was again resumed. 
Q.—And it was in view of the polit- 


ical situation you decided to murder ? 
A. (Interrupting excitedly)—Don't use 
that word murder. 
You are entirely 


too free with the word.

oner closed he was conducted, looking 
completely worn out, from the stand to 
his regular seat beside liia counsel. 


Scoville then called Dr. Alexander 


Hall, of Columbus. O., who testified to 
seeing the prisoner there some three or 
four years ago the prisoner was then 
engaged in the laudable enterprise of 
trying to lecture ou theology and to sell 
an inspired volume of hi? own author- 
ship, and which he said wgs one of the 
finest literary productions that 
ever 


emanate:! trotn an inspired pen. 


"I am sorry to contradint you," inter- 


posed the prisoner ; "but I never said 
so." 


Witness had several conversations 


with him, and was under the impression 
that the prisoner was a lunatic. 


Mr, Scoville called Kmory A. Storrs,
